tance in tho minds of navigators that 
itno longer possesses. 
In those days 


the chronometer, 
invented by Harri- 


son in 17G5, was still an experiment. 
Instruments 
were crude and nautical 
tables often at fault. 


The result was that the determina- 
tion of\the longitude 
w^s largely a 
matter of guesswork, a vessel after a 
voyage from the channel .to America 
often being out of her reckoning by de- 
grees instead of by minutes. The idea, 
first suggested 
by Benjamin Franklin, 


that the master of a vessel, by observ* 
ing the temperature of the surface wa- 
ter, could tell the moment of bis entry 
into the gulf stream and could hence 
fix his position to within a few miles 
was hailed with delight. 


The method was published in 1700 
by 
Jonathan 
Williams in a 
work 
lengthily 
entitled 
"Thermometrical 
Navigation: Being a series of experi- 
ments 
and 
observations 
tending 
to 


prove that by ascertaining 
the relative 


heat of the sea water from time to 
tune the passage 
ofa ship through the 
gulf stream and from deep water into 
soundings 
may be discovered Inlime 
to avoid danger." 
In this work he 


makes 
a patriotic comparison of the 
gulf stream to a streak of red. white 
and blue, painted upon the surface of 
the sea for the guidance of American 
navigators.

Agostino Chichizola died at his home 


at Jackson Gate on Monday afternoon, 
October 13. 
The end 
was not unex- 


pected.

treatment, 
as his affliction assumed 
a 
threatening 
character 
at that time, 


but withtho best ofcare he ralliedsuf-

This apparently 
Inconsistent

ment may be quite easily proved. With 
accurate scales 
weigh a pound of lead, 
using ordinary 
shot for convenience; 


then with the same .scales 
weigh a 
pound of feathers, putting them into a 
muslin bag for the purpose. 
The feath- 
ers and the bag together 
must weigh 
exactly a pound.

That old question about a pound of 
feathers and a pound of lead takes on 
new interest when we look at ItIn a 
simple scientific way. It seems 
ab- 
surd, of course, that a pound of one 
thing could be heavier than a pound of 
another thing, and yet that Is exactly 
what may be shown In this case; not 
that the pound of lead is heavier than 
the pound of feathers, as most persons 
would say on the spur of the moment, 
but just the other 
way—a pound of 
feathers 
Is heavier 
than a pound of
